Automotive technology, drafting, electricity, and principles of technology all have one 
thing in common: they all prepare students for the industrial world of work, Each technology 
class helps students gain the skills needed to work in industry. Students also learn respect for 
other people’s work while taking pride in their own work. 

Vocational and technical professions make up the majority of jobs in the country, Because 
of this, it is up to high schools, vocational schools, and technical schools to prepare students 
for their future. The vocational classes are important not only to diversify a student’s range of 
knowledge but also to promote excellence and hard work. 

Whether or not a student is going to pursue a career in the particular vocational class that 
they are taking is not something that they are worried about. Even if a student decides on 
another career, the skills that they learn in their class can be used throughout their lives. Take 
automotive technology for example. If a student goes through this class if may not mean that 
they are wanting to be a mechanic, it might mean that the person is interested as to how to 
repair their own automobile in the future. 

In automotive technology students learn how to maintain and repair automobiles. In draft- 
ing students work on computer aided drafting as well as paper and pencil to draw mechani- 
cal devices and architectural plans. In electricity students learn about how electrical devices 
work and how to repair them. In principles of technology students work on their laboratory 
skills.

Oocational classes, like cosmetology, health occupations, and child care, are an important asset to Virginia 
High ‘ educational curriculum. These classes provide students with lessons in responsibility that will last 
them a lifetime, and also assists them with the knowledge that real life jobs reguire. Preparing students for 
the future is one of the many goal of the vocational department. 

Oirginia High is facing another year of challenges in educational approaches. One of these changes 
includes the integration of vocational and academic classes. Mrs. Blankenship, Latin; Mrs. Kristotek, biology; 
Mrs. Mullin, health occupations; Mrs. Melkowski, math; and Mrs. Palmer, communications, have combined 
their skills into one integrated health occupations class. 

Cosmetology, on the other hand, has not changed. Students are still introduced to the selected skills 
required of a licensed cosmetologist. Emphasis is placed on satety, sanitation procedures, and the basic 
fashion of beauty. Hair coloring, waxing, manicuring, and facials are practiced on other students during a 
special time in class.
